ALLAHABAD, India, May 2 — 
By the overwhelming margin of 
176 to four, the all-India congress 
party’s working committee today 
passed a resolution declaring that 
resistance to any invasion of In­ 
dia "can only take the form of 
non-violent non-cooperation.” 
The resolution also said no com­ 
promise with Britain was possible 
and warned: 
‘‘Britain must abandon its hold 
on India.”

It is as if a dear earthly friend, 
who has had a hard struggle, fi­ 
nally has a wonderful happiness 
and trium ph; is acclaimed by all 
for his superior qualities and 
achievements. Even

may suffer later, we share with 
him the joy of this day. 
It is not a day of unmitigated 
joy for our Lord. Before the jour­ 
ney la ended He weeps over Jeru­ 
salem But it is a happy day, nev­ 
ertheless, for at the end, we are 
told, He went back to Bethany, 
and to the home of His dear 
friends, M artha, Mary and Laza­ 
rus. 
It la told that when Christ and 
His disciples neared Jerusalem, 
near also to Bethany and Beth- 
phage, He called two of His dis­ 
ciples and told them to go to the 
next village, where they would 
find a young colt tied that had 
never been ridden by a human be­ 
ing. The colt was an ass, a state­ 
lier, livelier, swifter animal than 
ours, and one on which kings and 
princes rode.

ASHINGTON — Inside intelligence in­ 
formation is that Japanese propagan­ 
da agents are now marshalling their forces 
for a concerted attack against the United 
States in Latin America, with A rgentina,1 
Brazil, and Chile as focal points. 
Japan will resort to a number of typi­ 
cal Axis methods to sway neutral countries 
away from collaboration with the United 
States, including the Axis-worn tactics of 
making overtures and giving assurances 
that she has no imperialistic aims toward 
these countries. 
On the other hand, the 
Japanese will emphasize that the United 
States has been greedy in her international 
trade relations and has imperialistic de­ 
signs on Central and South America. 
In launching this propaganda attack 
Japan has instructed 
her 
agent* 
to do 
everything possible to solicit the good-will 
of Spanish and Portuguese representatives 
in Latin American countries. 
In 
addition 
to 
propaganda 
agents 
and 
diplomatic 
representatives, 
Japan 
has 
recruited 
agents 
in 
commercial 
firms throughout

and the 
American countries to propagandize per­ 
sons of Latin culture and Catholic faith. 
In this connection, plans have been made 
to go even so far as to try to exploit His 
Holiness, The Pope. 
Already $50,000 has been forwarded 
to Japanese representatives in Chile to be 
used in attempting to bribe government of­ 
ficials. 
One of the most audacious phases of 
the Japanese plan is the one that calls for 
an attempt to induce a revolution in the 
United States by cooperation with faction­ 
al groups within the country, and creating 
dissension among the people by sniping at 
the Roosevelt Administration.

But in 
iciual practice the use of alcohol 
tx to insidious that the diabetic 
may increase his caloric intake so 
that it is in excess of his required 
diet, in which case alcohol or no 
alcohol, he needs more insulin. 
“Alcohol," say two authorities. 
who have made a special study of 
the subject, "which is clearly re­ 
cognized as not convertible into 
sugar or acetone in the body, pro­ 
duces a return of sugar and other 
symptoms when added to the dia­ 
betic diet in quantities exceeding 
caloric tolerance." 
lf the intake of alcohol could be 
controlled so that its use were to 
replace carbohydrates, the action 
would not be injurious and the re­ 
tire m e n t for insulin should fall. 
Alcohol, in fact, in adequate dos­ 
age. should have the same effect 
on the nutrition of the diabetic as 
on the normal individual. It is de­ 
void of vitamins. It does not in­ 
crease or decrease acidosis. 
Laboratory Studies 
According to the studies of th* 
Nutrition Laboratory of the Car­ 
negie Institute, insulin has no ef­ 
fect directly on th* rate of dis­ 
appearance of alcohol from th* 
body unless th* insulin is given 
with sugar. 
In Plato’s republic the person 
with diabetes might use alcohol, 
but in the United States, where 
most people tarn their own livings, 
the diabetics who drink are a men­ 
ace to themselves and to others. 
In the first place, an alcohol breath 
may obscure a hypoglycemic re­ 
action and it may also at the sgme 
time bring the diabetic person into 
disrepute. 
Diabetics are ss liable, perhaps 
more so than other people, to the 
complications of alcoholism, such 
ss neuritis and dimness of vision. 
There is no more trying problem 
in a large hospital practice than 
to have a person brought in off the 
street in a coma who has evidently 


been drinking and at the same tim* 
has diabetea. It may bs that th* 
coma is du* to the diabetes, but 
many instances will occur In which 
the whole condition may be as­ 
cribed to the alcoholism and th* 
diabetic condition allowed to go 
untreated.

The eye­ 
sight is restored immediately, but 
requires the us* of glasses for 
clos* work. Th* operation is con­ 
sidered a major one and requires 
the patient to go to bed.
